Termite Swarms Should Be 
Warning To Homeowners 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

Termites swarm in the spring. 
It’s part of their reproduction 
cycle. The ones you see are the 
kings and queens which have 
wi e waists; straight, beaded, 
like antennae and four milky 
colored wings of equal size 
These flying termites do no 
damage to your house. After 
mating, they shed their wings 
and the queens begin laying 
eggs from which new colonies 
of worker 
termites 
Although 
thousands 
of 
tire 
swarmers 
emerge 
from 
a 
colony, few manage to survive. 
This explanation comes from 
Extension Entomologist William 
Lyon, who warns that the little 
white worker termite is the one 
doing damage to your buildings. 
Ile 
hastens 
to 
add 
that 
homeowners shoull not panic if 
a termite infestation is found. 
Instead, be certain you have 
termites 
rather 
than 
some 
specie of ants, beetles or other 


insects that resemble the ter­ 
mite. 
If you are not sure, ask an 
authority. Your county agent, 
state Extension entomologist or 
a reliable pest control operator 
can identify termites for you 
And, they can guide you in 
proper control and prevention 
methods.

Soil tem perature is one of the 
more

factors

involved in the growth of plants. 
T em perature 
increases

decomposition or decay. That is 
why many soils in the cold 
arctic or tundra regions of the 
world 
actually 
have 
more 
organic m atter than many soils 
in the tropical regions. 
T em perature 
increases 
the 
rate of micro-organisms activity 
in nitrogen fixation in legume 
crops, decay of organic m atter, 
im provem ent of soil tilth and 
the rate of many other soil 
processes. 
The 
optimum

tem perature for micro-organism 
growth and beneficial activity 
is from 75 degrees to 90 degrees 
Farenheit.

Weapons procurement cost overruns 
are not a new story, but usually they 
pop up one at a time as a legislative 
critic zeroes in on a particular project. 
The General Accounting Office’s study 
of 61 weapons systems still in the de­ 
velopment or procurement s t a g e s , 
which shows an accumulated overrun 
of $33.4 billion, is something else. 
A few of the projects listed on the 
GAO report, 
“Acquisition of Major 
Weapons Systems,” are not really over­ 
runs in the usual meaning of the term. 
The DD-963 Navy destroyer program, 
for instance, is listed with an overrun 
of $2.4 billion, but a large part of this 
is due to the purchase of more ships 
than originally planned. 
Similarly, the $2.1 billion cost in­ 


crease recorded in the Navy's F-i4 
fighter project is due in part to an in­ 
crease in the number of units ordered. 
Most of the remainder of the 61 pro­ 
grams have no such excuse. They sim­ 
ply are costing more than the original 
bill presented to Congress; in fact, $9.5 
billion of the cost growth occurred be­ 
fore any production began. 
That is the disturbing part about the 
study. It seems to be the rule rather 
than the exception for major military 
procurement to exceed its approved 
cost. The time for merely complaining 
about the practice is past. The GAO 
study provides sufficient data to find 
out what went wrong and see that cor­ 
rective steps are taken to bar a repeat 
performance. 


Laff-A-Day 


Cool Calculation 


History is not the only phenomenon 
which repeats itself. So do climatic con­ 
ditions, according to a geology profes­ 
sor at Michigan State University. 
The current climatic cycle is not 
good news, if the historical calculations 
of Maynard A. Miller, director of the 
university’s glaciological and arctic en­ 
vironment institute, are an accurate 
portrayal of future trends. 
World 
climate, 
Miller 
says, 
goes 
through a 90-year cycle, half tending 
toward cold and wet and the other half 
hot and dry. The world is, he says, go­

— is not expected to go too far. The 
professor does not see a new Ice Age 
coming, at least not “in the near 
future.”

Facing the fire next week are 
Indiana, with $39 million at 
stake, and Nebraska, with $15 
million. 
The two states are scrambl­ 
ing to correct what the govern­ 
ment ruled in January were 
violations in their welfare sys­ 
tems. 
Remedial 
legislation 
has 
passed the Indiana legislature 
and awaits the signature of 
Gov. Edgar D Whitcomb, who 
has said he favors the bill. Sim­ 
ilar law has advanced to final 
reading in the Nebraska legis­ 
lature. 
The Indiana legislation con­ 
tains an emergency clause put 
tine into effect immediately, 
but some government welfare 
experts doubt the changes, can 
be implemented quickly enough 
to avert next week’s scheduled 
cutoff.

WASHINGTON (AP)

ic narcotic methadone for tre a t­ 
ment of heroin addicts should 
be restricted 
until long-range 
effects are known. 
“ I’ve been very leery about 
private practitioners supplying 
the general population of ad­ 
dicts,” Dr. Thomas E. Bryant, 
health program chief at the Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportunity, 
told the House Labor and Edu­ 
cation Committee Thursday. 
“ On the 
other hand, I can 
see a doctor who has a long­ 
tim e patient who’s an addict 
wanting to 
treat 
him 
with 
methadone. It’s a quandary. I 
don’t 
know 
where 
to 
come 
down on it,” he added. 
The use of methadone, which 
relieves craving for heroin but 
'•an be addictive itself, should 
be limited to tightly controlled 
program s as recom mended by 
the American Medical Associ­ 
ation, Bryant said. 
Rep. 
Mario Biaggi, D-N.Y., 
argued that methadone should 
be made available im m ediately 
to an addict asking for help. 
“ In New York there is a very 
good program but I understand 
you have to wait a year or two 
before

pathetic,” he said. “ Once that 
moment of lucidity comes, that 
addict should be given im m e­ 
diate help.”

Rate Rises 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Ohio’s unemployment, estimated 
at 239,000 in February, repre­ 
sented 5.3 per cent of the civilian 
labor force and was up frac­ 
tionally from the 5.2 per cent 
reported in January. 
The figures were released F ri­ 
day in a review of the Ohio 
labor market by William Papier, 
director of the Ohio Bureau of 
Employment Services* research 
and statistics division. 
Papier said the jobless rate 
represented the highest level j 
since February 1964. 
Total employment at 4,242,• j 
OOO remained fairly steady. A 
slight decline in nonagricultural 
wage and salary employment to 
3.808.000 in February, largely re­ 
flected cutbacks in the manu- 
fcature of durable goods, Papier 
said. 
Ohio manufacturers employed 
1.349.000 workers in February, 
down 0.9 per cent from Janu­ 
ary. Sizeable layoffs .stemming 
from fewer orders were report­ 
ed by producers of nonelectrical 
tool* and office, computing and 
accounting equipment.
